SALEM, Ill., March 24.—(AP)— 
A tire blowout hurled a private bus 
against a concrete bridge abutment | 
and turned it into a blazing wreck | 


in which 18 persons, 
4-year-old girl, were killed today. 

Only five persons survived one 

of the worst disasters in the history 
of motor bus transportation, and 
two of them were so seriously in- 
jured they may die. 
_ The bus, loaded with a profes- 
sional roller-skating troupe, en 
route from St. Louis to Cincinnati, 
Ohio, was going down a slight grade 
when its right front tire blew out 
about 50 feet from the bridge on 
United States Highway No. 50, two 
miles west of here. 

The heayy machine careened 
crazily, dug into the soft shoulder 
of the highway and rammed into the 
bridge abutment with terrific force. 
Hurled on its side, the bus burst into 
flames when its gasoline tank was 
smashed. 

Appears to Explode. 

“The survivors said the bus ap- 
peared to explode and then there was 
fire all over and all were caught in 
it,”’ reported Dr. H. L. Logan, of the 
Salem Community hospital, where the 
injured were taken. 

“T can still hear my pals’ screams 
of terror,” Don Flanery, of Kansas 
City, a professional roller-skater, said. 
“They were trapped in a regular mass 
of fire. The boys as well as the girls 
were hysterical and all fought like 


mad to get out.” 

Flanery managed to crawl put of a 
window of the bus but he suffered 
first-degree burns when he attempted 
to rescue Miss Ruth Hill, of Kansas 
City, his fiancee. 

Fails To Save Fiancee. 

At the hospital, attendants quoted 
him as saying: 

“She called to me twice. I finally 
found her. I tried to pull her out, 
but she was pinned and I couldn’t 
move her.’’ 

The attendants reported he wept as 
he asked, “I did the best I — for 
her. didn’t I?” 

Dick Thomas, of Chicago, the driv- 
er; his bride, Mrs. Emily Thomas, 
also of Chicago; John L. (Schoolboy) 
Creekmore, Miami, Fla., and Ted Mul- 
len, Portland, Ore., also escaped from 
the flaming bus. 

Dr. Logan said Mrs. Thomas and 
Mullen had slight chances to live. 

Flames 40 Feet High. 


The flames mounted 40 feet in the 


air. The bus smoldered for more than 
an hour after the accident. 

Thirteen bodies taken from its hot, 
twisted wreckage were sent to the Me- 
Mackin Funeral Home at Salem. Five 
others were taken to the Liston-Beery 
mortuary at near-by Patoka, I).

Italian Resentment Over 
Spanish Charges May

By the Associated Press. 

Renewed charges that Italy has 
continued aid to Spanish Insurgents 
yesterday clouded the path of Europe’s 
27-nation neutrality committee which 
made ready to try a patrol of Span- 
ish waters after more than six months 
of political maneuvering. 

The committee last night completed 
the last detail of its patrol scheme, 
designed to keep foreign men and 
arms from Spain, and told Adminis- 
trator-Admiral M. H. Van Dulm to 
set the date for beginning his task. 
Sixteen key administrators were ap- 
pointed to act as border and sea su- 
pervisors. 

Fear New Assistance. 

But the old charges against Italy 
were raised again, and some feared 
that Italian resentment might lead 
Premier Mussolini to renew aid to 
the Insurgents—despite the commit- 
tee ban on foreign volunteers which 
became effective February 20.

Alabama Tornado Kills

A blusfering gale swept snow, hail, 
rain, sleet and dust across 11 states 
yesterday. 

A tornado killed two persons in 
Alabama while a blizzard borne on 
winds that attained a velocity of 50 
miles an hour spread damage through 
the midwest. 

Near Pine Bluff, Ark., several frame 
tenant houses were unroofed and 
light service in near-by towns dis- 
rupted as a windstorm swept the 
Tamo community. Several negroes 
were slightly injured.

Plans Suggested. 
Two alternative a were sug- 
gested by the city. First, the county 


‘will accept a flat share of 14 per cent 


of the $605.000 yearly cost of main- 
taining theeystem. This is based on 
figures showin that14 per cent of the 
sewage handled originates outside the 
city limits, and would cost the county 
approximately $84,000 per year. 

This plan was submitted to a joint 
city-county conference recently and 
was flatly refused by the commission- 
ers. Thereupon they ordered Commis- 
sioner George F. Longino to negotiate 
a plan that would make the county's 
share approximately $25,000 per 
month. It was this plan that was re- 


* fused yesterday by the city. 


Second Plan. 

The second plan offered by the city 
yesterday provides the county pay 
one-half the cost of repairs on sewers 
used jointly by city and county; the 
county would pay the full cost of re- 
pairs 4n sewers used by county resi- 
dents alone; all engineering construc- 
tion and inspection of sewers would 
be under the direction of the city and 
the county should pay one-half the 
costs; the cost of operating and main- 
taining each disposal plant would be 
divided equally between the city and 
county, and all costs of transporta- 
tion for engineers and supervisors 
would be jointly shared. 

The plan further provides the city 
would furnish labor and materials and 
would receive $7.50 from the property 
owner for the installation of each six- 
inch connection. This proposal, if ac- 
cepted, will cost the county an esti- 
mated $76,000 annually. 

The proposals were submitted by 
City Attorney Jack Savage, City Con- 
struction Engineer Clarke Donaldson 
and William A. Hansell, city engineer, 
in charge of sewers. 

Simple Return of Money. 

“It shonld be tucne in mind that in 
the event Fulton county paid the maxi- 
mum sum suggested of $84,819.28,” 
the report reads, “that less than $13,- 
000 of this sum would be paid by res- 
idents of Fulton county who reside 
beyond the limits of the city. The re- 
maining $71,000 would simply be a re- 
turn to the city treasury of money 
which its taxpayers pay into the treas- 
ury of Fulton county, since 85 per cent 
of all taxes paid into Fulton county 
are paid by Atlanta citizens.” 

County commissioners said last 
might they had not yet received copies 
of the city committee’s report to the 
sewer committe of council and were 
not prepared to comment officially on 
the action taken. It was intimated 
the county was not prepared to exceed 
the previous offer of contributions up 
to approximately $25,000 

The commissioners have announced 
they will withdraw from the projects 
if the city does not meet them on a 
fair basis. *-

Believed to have been selected as a 
third victim of the extortion plot, 
Piummer said, was Dr. EB. J. Foote, 
chiropractor and Spanish-American

The message com- 
manded him to receive the money as 
intermediary and hold it for further 
instructions if he wished to survive.

C. I. O. Intends To Prove 
How Much Should and 
Can Be Paid Workers. 


» NEW YORK, March 24.—(#)—Re- 
hind the Committee for Industrial Or 
ganization’s campaign to “stabilize” 
the giant textile industry will be a 
mass of statistics designed to show 
employers how much they can and 
should pay their workers, 

The statistical strategy came to light 
today after announcement that Solo- 
mon Barkin, former economics instruc- 
tor and NRA executive, had been ap.- 
point research director of the tex- 
tile workers’ organizing committee, a 
©. I. O. affiliate. 

Barkin, a big, sandy-haired bachelor, 
explained his task would be to assem- 
ble facts and figures showing in com- 
prehensive detail the economic, finan- 
cial and industrial aspeets of the tex- 
tile industry in all of its ramifica- 
tions. 

Asserting the campaign to improve 
the lot of the nation’s $1,250,000 tex- 
tile workers would be based on an 
“exchange of facts instead of an ex- 
change of sheer force,” he said: 

“We hope to be in a position really 
to avoid industrial warfare. 

“The major purpose of a labor union 
is not to strike but to win recognition 
of its proper rights.” 

When his staff is organized and 
functioning, Barkin said he hoped to 
be able to provide the committee’s 
organizers and negotiators with more 
detailed information about economic 
conditions in a given territory than 
the employers themselves had.

Over, Magazine States. 


President Roosevelt should be re- 
elected to a third term if his second | 
is successful; the Republican party 
will revive under a liberal leadership 
and ‘all classes believe the depression 
is over. 

These are opinions expressed by a 
majority of American citizens partici- 
pating in the quarterly survey of For- 
tune magazine, the eighth installment 
of which is released today. 

Answering the question: “If there 
should be agitation for President 


| Roosevelt to run for a third term, 


which would be your attitude?” A 
majority replied in favor of the prece- 
dent breaker, either favoring a third 
term unconditionally or contingent 
upon his further record in office, 
Breakdown of Replies. 

Breaking down the replies, it. was 
found 7.4 per cent were opposed to a 
third term because they disapprove 
of Roosevelt; 10.2 per cent disap- 
proved of both Roosevelt and the third 
term: 26 per cent approved of Roose- 
velt but felt no one ghould hold the 
offiee three tefms; 22.4 per cent were 
out and out in favor of the plan; 26.1 
per cent favored the third term if the 
second is successful and 8 per cent 
frankly admitted they didn’t know 
how they stood on the issue. 

“It is to be noted from these re- 
turns that ‘the 40 per cent of the pub- 
lic that voted against Mr. Roosevelt 
in November seem to have retreated 
from flat-footed disapproval,’”’ For- 
tune comments, “Now there are only 
17.6 per cent who openly reaffirm 
their dislike: the rest apparently hide 
their opposition behind the principle 
that third terms are wrong. 

“In the public mind Mr. Roosevelt 
himself is the issue in all matters that 
concern him; principles are secondary 
or even fictional. For example, returns 
on the question of a third term show 
that the strongest opposition to the 
idea comes from groups among which 
Roosevelt’s popularity is the least. The 

er people, shown in past surveys 
t® be less pro-Roosevelt than their 
juniors, are also opposed to a third 
term for him by a small margin.” 

Prosperous Oppose. 

Opposition to Roosevelt and the 
third term came chiefly from the pros- 
perous and the upper middle classes, 
the conservative towns with popula- 
tions between 2,500 and 25,000, and 
the northeast, the Fortune survey re- 
veals. 

Approximately 41 per cent of the 
people who think the Republican 
party will revive under liberal leader- 
ship expressed themselves as favor- 
ing the third term for Roosevelt. 
Those who think the G. O. P. will be 
succeeded by another party or that it 
is permanently dead are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the third term, the 
survey shows.

Fortune comments thusly: “Of all 
classes of occupations it is the salaried 
executives. who have the least belief in 
the revival of the Republican party in 
its old form and the strongest faith 
that it will be liberalized. Wage earn- 
ers of all classes, and the unemployed, 
have the least confidence in this theory 
—-which accounts for the fact that 
there are so many people who expect 
the party to survive but who never- 
tneless favor a Roosevelt third term. 
And students, who have the most re- 
cently been exposed to orthodox 
courses in history and political science, 
ere the most inclined to think that 
the G. O. P. will stick to: its tra- 
ditions.” 


Contagious Optimism. 


But Fortune terms the most encour- 
aging of all is the belief that a con- 
tagious optimism that the depression is 
over is sweeping all classes. “With 
steadily rising business indexes on 
every hand during the past year, there 
is no news in discovering that the 
depression is routed,” it comments. 


“The general public has not heen 
swept off its feet by the upward eco- 
nomic trend. It is simply aware that 
recovery is in midstream, There are 
less than half a& many thoroughgoing 
pessimists as there were nine months 
ago. . . . The most cheerful section 
is the west coast, where 83.9 per cent 
believe the depression is over or on 
the run, in spite of the seamen’s 
strike. The prosperous are still the 
most optimistic, but in the last three 
months sentiment among the poor im- 
proved faster than in the other class.” 

Fifty-one per cent of the people in 
the United States think the depression 
is getting over and 26 per cent will go 
so far as to say it is definitely over. 
These are figures from the survey to 
be released. April 1. 

The survey reveals that of the 19.8 
per cent of the people who think the 
depression is still in full force, 30 
per cent of these declare their outright 
disapproval of Mr. Roosevelt.

A HARD TASK WELL DONE 
The enactment by the legislature 


of the bills authorizing changes in 
tax rates and service charges by the 
Atlanta municipal government opens 
the way for the solution of the 
acute financial problem with which 
the city is now faced. 

When the Hartsfield administra- 
tion took charge of the city’s af- 
fairs it was faced by a financial 
crisis threatening not only the city’s 
credit, but actual collapse of the 
municipal government. Courage and 
ability were necessary to meet this 
crisis, and the adoption of an emer- 
gency program and its progress to 
the point where the pressing prob- 
lems of the city can now be safely 
and soundly solved, give evidence 
of the ability and determination of 
the Hartsfield administration. 

Faced with the necessity of sav- 
ing the city’s credit, establishing the 
municipal government on a sound 
financial basis and improving the 
public service, Mayor Hartsfield 
sought the advice of councilmanic 
leaders and enlisted the best, intel- 
ligence of civic leaders. The fine 
co-operation of President. Harring- 
ton and the members of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce played an 
important part in the working out 
of the program for the solution of 
the city’s financial crisis. The 
mayor wisely realized that the task 
with which he was faced could not 
be accomplished except through 
teamwork, combining the energy 
and knowledge of city officials and 
informed citizens. 

That co-operation resulted in a 
plan, the approval of which by the 
legislature, following its indorse- 
ment by the members of the Fulton 
and DeKalb county delegations, 
opens the path to a soundly bal- 
anced budget and to financial as- 
surance. 

While the program will incur a 
moderate increase in the cost of 
government, this will be only for 
a comparatively brief period. Un- 
questionably the taxpayers have 
realized the seriousness of the crisis 
faced by the city and as a result 
there is general approval of the 
reasonable increase in taxes that will 
be put into effect. 

Fortunately, the program of re- 
habilitation of the city’s finances is 
launched with the certainty of good 
management under the direction of 
the same leaders who skillfully 
evolved the plan which has extri- 
cated the city from its financial 
predicament.

FOREIGN POLICY PITFALLS 
There are many cross currents in 
American foreign policy at present. 
Fixed policies are sometimes diffi- 
cult because new problems are con- 
stantly arising. 

Some of these difficulties are 
pointed out by Dr. Charles A. Beard 
in the March issue of Events. He 
says: 

With the probability of an embar- 
go in sight, what European nation 
will want to loosen up trade restric- 
tions and become even more depend- 
ent on the United States for raw ma- 
terials and manufactures? Policies 
of trade in time of peace are not 
separable from the prospects of trade 
in time of war. It appears reason- 
able to conclude, therefore, that many 
gains which the State Department 
might make in reciprocal trade ar- 
rangements will be held down by the 
“neutrality” legislation. At all events 
here is a friction that words cannot 
overcome. 
There are many impatient people 
who want to make the world im- 
mediately ‘‘safe for democracy.” 
And yet the majority of American 
people now seem determined that 
the country shall stay out of Euro- 
pean brawls. 

Pacifists in America are crying 
out against the expenditure of near- 
ly a billion dollars a year for our 
army and navy. But with the world 
expending eleven billions a year on 
armaments, what is America to do? 
If we stand idly by and remain un- 
prepared, how can we defend our- 
selves against nations which are de- 
termined upon aggression? What 
assurance do we have in the future 
that our territories—even our free- 
dom and independence—will not be 
taken away? 

It is, indeed, a chaotic world in 
which we live. There is comfort 
in the statement of President Roose- 
velt, “I hate war.”

War Not Imminent. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—Mrs. Anne 
O'Hare McCormick, one of -the_best-

spondents, returned home the other 
day with the message that war is 
by no means imminent in Burope. 


She told an audience in Town Hall, 
New York, that as a result of her 
conversations with leading statesmen 
she gained the definite impression that 
every one of them was thinking of 
peace and every one of them. quite 
sure that there will be no major con- 
fl’ in the next two years. 

That is encouraging news. There 
is, however, one drawback to it and 
it is a big one. “Lhe fact that no ma- 
jor conflict is envisaged does not ex- 
clude the possibility of minor con- 
flicts. Anyone but superficially fa- 
miliar with the actual military status 
of the different European states and 
with their armament campaigns knows 
full well that really not one, except 
France and Russia, is in a position 
to wage war on a large scale at the 
present moment. 

Germany is not ready, nor is Eng- 
land and as for Mussolini, in spite 
of the numbers of men available for 
mobilization in Italy and the splen- 
did, brand-new equipment at _ the 
Duce‘'s disposal, one cannot very well 
see where he could raise the funds 
for a war just after fighting a cam- 
paign that strained Italian resources 
to the breaking poi:‘. 


There is no reason to doubt the 
peaceful intentions of the statesmen, 
but on the whole, I think it is a case 
with some of them of making a virtue 
of necessity. Every state is unques- 
tionably preparing for war—and not 
for peace. It is a generally accepted 
fact that there must come a redi- 
vision of the world’s markets. Can 
this come about without strife? 


Only look at Spain, which still is 
termed a minor conflict although al- 
most a million men are engaged in the 
fighting. There a struggle is waged 
for the control of the invaluable. min- 
eral deposits. Two blocs of powers 
are using Spain as a battleground for 
the securing of spheres of interest. 
The ideologies of the two contending 
parties in the civil strife are mere ac- 
cessory considerations. The main 
thing is: Who shall control the tin, 
zinc, copper, asphalt and _ asbestos 
mines of Spain and north Africa? The 
“Loyalist” government, that is to say, 
the anti-Fascist bloc or Genera} 
Franco, which means the Fascist bdioc. 


It is a struggle for military raw 
materials, and therefore a prelude to 
a struggle of greater proportions, The 
very fact that every other state is 
taking sides in the Spanish conflict 
shows that fundamentally the peace- 
ful inclination of the statesmen, of 
which Mrs. McCormick speaks, is but 
superficial. They are even now fight- 
ing indirectly. Of course, they are 
all very much concerned to confine 
the actual warfare to Spain—prin- 
cipally because, as was said above, 
ew are ready to make the great 
plunge that would ineur the destruc- 
tion of western civilization. 


The most hopeful message Mrs. Me- 
Cormick brought home is that there is 
evidence of Germany’s armament cam- 
paign slowing up and, as she says, 
that there is a feeling that the Ger- 
mian army will not follow the govern- 
ment in any adventure that might lead 
to a great war. One would like to 
learn something more on this particu- 
] subject, for, if true, it is of capital 
importance, 


At any rate, it seems, that there is 
to be another breathing spell. Time 
mizht bring changes. Time might les- 
sen the tension which was terrific 
but a few months ago. The friends 
of peace are still permitted to hope 
that the calamity immeasurable may 
be avoided. In this spirit Mrs. Roose- 
velt has decided to launch a stirrin 
campaign for peace and disarmamen 
in which Admiral Byrd ig going to 
support her.

_ Nutrition authorities estimate that 
infant, growing child or adult re- 
quires 100 units of vitamin A for each 
100 calories of food consumed. That 
would mean the vitamin A ration foe 
a six-month-old infant would be 
perhaps 750 units; for a six-year-old 
child 1,500 units, for an adult doing 
light work, 3,000 units daily. 

A quart of milk contains over 2,000 

units of vitamin A. An ounce of es- 
carole contains 6,000 units of vita- 
min A, An ounce of tomato, raw or 
canned, or of tomato juice raw or 
canned contains 170 units. An ounce 
of cream cheese contains 1,400 units, 
an ounce of American cheese 700 
units. An ounce of butter contains 
1,400 units. An ounce of liver con- 
tains 2,800 units. One ounce of car- 
rot contains 940 units. One ounce of 
prunes 300 units. Evaporated milk, 
condensed milk both contain more than 
twice as much vitamin A as_ fresh 
milk. Dried milk contains more than 
twice as much as evaporated or con- 
densed milk, 500 units per ounce. Ba- 
nana, sweet potato, string beans, can- 
taloupe, kidney, dates, lettuce, spin- 
ach raw or canned, green, canned or 
dried peas, egg yolk. Romaine lettuce, 
brussels sprouts, green leafy relishes, 
such as onion tops, celery tops, radish 
tops, beet greens, turnip greens, water 
cress, dandelion greens, parsley, mint, 
nasturtium, alfalfa. are all good 
sources of vitamin A. 
_ Unless the diet is severely restricted 
it does not seem likely that any one 
in this country should suffer from 
vitamin A deficiency. 

Night-blindness, the most delicate 
index of vitamin A deficiency, is rare 
in this country, according to a sur- 
vey made by Drs. Hess, Lewis and 
Barenberg. They also studied the al- 
leged value of vitamin A for prevent- 
ing respiratory: infections and conclud- 
ed there is no clinical basis for regard- 
ing vitamin A as anti-infective. 

Having sifted all the evidence I 
could get my hands on these past few 
years I am now of the opinion that 
vitamin A doesn’t matter and need 
never worry any one, unless his diet 
is severely restricted for any reason, 
and in that case his physician should 
do all the worrying about adequate 
vitamin rations to supplement the 
diet. I believe the vitamins most people 
are likely to need are B, G and D and, 


and fresh vegetables are less available 
or too expensive in winter. vitamin C. 
That the great majority of people in 
this country get insufficient vitamin 
B and vitamin G is as certain, to my 
mind, as it is that the majority of 
people use white bread as a staple or 
fundamental part of their diet. My 
conviction about the universal defi- 
ciency of vifamin D is based on the 
fact that no natura! foods of man sup- 
ply enough of this vitamin to meet the 
requirements of the infant, growing 
child or poane adult. True, sunlight 
on the naked skin produces vitamin D 
in the body—but how many infants, 
growing children or adults get any 
sunlight on naked skin to speak of?

Imagine, therefore, the current émbarrassment of Mr. Morgenthau, 
keeper of the federal purse. His income for this first quarter-year is 
seriously below what he expected. How much is a matter of debate. 
Estimates ranging from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000 are being pub- 
lished. When the books are added about three weeks hence, the amount 
is very likely to hit $130,000,000 at least. This is the best inside guess 
to be made by the bes: experts now. ~ 
Spoofers are inclined to chide Mr. Morgenthau about this, especially 
because he has been so proud of the exactness: of his estimates in the 
past.

and so on. New York, the° wealthiest state, paid exactly 52 per cent 
more than last year, while Wyoming increased over 100 per cent.

FOWL ELECTROCUTOR. 

A machinist in San Francisco has 
perfected an invention which makes 
him deserve charter membersHip iu 
the S. P. C. A. No longer must we 
kill poultry by “neck wringing” or

od employs an electrical device and 
kills the fowl by sending a 1,500-volt 
current through them.

And Tax Agents 24.—There is 

a dangerous 
weakness in the administration of the 
federal income tax which provides an 
opportunity for graft on the part ol 
the reviewing agents, and for harass- 
ment of the taxpayer for political or 
personal motives. 

The reviewing agents are given dis 
cretion in many cases to approve, cur- 
tail or entirely disallow deductions 
and raise the tax, a power which ob- 
viously creates a temptation for a 
dishonest agent to strike a private 
compromise with the subject. it may 
be that the government is fortunate 
enough to have only honest men in 
this service, and | claim no evidence 
to the contrary, but the opportunity 
is there nevertheless in a _ field of 
problems known as the twilight zone. 

The best protection, and the only 
sure way of preventing graft, is te 
provide definite checks, and these do 
not exist in the type of cases referred 
to here. There is espionage to back 
up the honesty of honest men and 
worry the dishonest agents, if any, 
but crooks take chances in any zon¢ 
of operations. 

But even if the agent is strictly 
honest as to personal larceny, he still 
has a power to mulct the victim on 
behalf of the government, merely be- 
cause of some personal dislike for him. 
This puts the citizen at a disadvan- 
tage, for he must plead for the agent’s 
favor and abide by his whim when 
the law should strictly define his 
rights and permit him to stand on 
them. 

If he offends the agent, who is 
only human, whether by the cut of 
his jib, his political view or the smell 
of his pipe, he runs the risk of an ad- 
verse decision and a loss of money 
which might not occur if he could only 
harmonize with the government rep- 
resentative. 


Agents Delve in would 
ike to  be- 
Personal Accounts lieve that 
. the agents 
are all above such conduct, but my 
experience of human nature and men 
who are given optional powers in the 
publie service is not reassuring. 

In addition to all this, the agents 
have a right to delve deep into the 
taxpayer's private accounts, and thus 
intrude in matters so intimate as to 
be none of the government’s business. 
Conceivably this could lead to black- 
mail, and at the very best it sets 
up a personal inquisition certainly no 
less searching than the questionnaires 
to which organized labor takes such 
violent exception in large industrial 
piants. 

If the hardy freeman of tke repub- 
lic thinks his privacy is invaded by 
some of the questions which are put 
to him as a prior condition to a pal- 
try job with a shovel, it may comfort 
him to know that the government 
sometimes is even more inquisitive. 
Not a check may be paid, not a pur- 
chase made but that the agent may 
consider it his right and duty to de 
mand a full explanation though the 
item may have no bearing on the com- 
putation of the taf. 

The case of the man who, after 
years of respectable married life, was 
called on to produce proof of the 
marriage may not be typical, but if 
it is an exception it shows the pow- 
ers which an agent may take to him- 
self if he believes the victim stands 
in need of a little personal discipline. 
Such proof is not generally required,

but that very fact suggests that the

Taxpayer’s I believe the taxpay- 
ers in these inquisi- 
Reluctance tions are inclined to 
fear that the agent 
has final powers, and must be pro- 
pitiated at any sacrifice of self-re- 
spect,’ The truth is, however, that 
the gents themselves are rated ac- 
cording to their work and conduct, 
and may be called to strict account 
for abuse of their position if the tax- 
payer is sure of his own ground and 
willing to go to the trouble. 


The taxpayer naturally does not 
like to take an appeal from the re- 
viewer's decision if the amount in- 
volved is small, as it often is. He 
may decide to skip it and pay off to 
avoid expense and trouble. But if he 
has reason to believe that the agent 
has tossed him around for spite or 
for any other reason, he*may go to 
the. local collector about it or, mis- 
trusting him, carry his grievance to 
the secretary of the treasury.

Now we are righteously indignant about child labor, as we should be, 
and a proposed amendment to the constitution would authorize congress 
to. control or forbid labor by children under 18. The amendment doesn’t 
forbid child labor, it merely gives congressmen power to determine at 
what age and when, how and if children under 18 shall work. 

That is humane and decent; but when and if the amendment ig 
adopted, congress will need the wisdom of the serpent to avoid doing 
more harm than good. 

A child’s character and mental attitude are formed early. And beford 
it can walk it should ledrn that obedience to the rules makes life pleas 
ant, while disobedience not only fails to win anything, but promptly, 
unfailingly and inexorably brings a penalty. 

One of the most important rules is that everything must be paid for 
and all rewards earned. And failure to learn it dooms the child to go 
through life feeling abused, discontented and rebellious, hoping vainly 
to get something for nothing and envying the “lucky” who work harder, 
or to more purpose.

VETOES NEW GAS BILL 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 2, 
(P)\—Asserting that approval would 
violate the 1934 refunding act and 
imperil the new bond refinancing pro- 
gram, Governor Bailey vetoed today 
bills providing the state take over 
the bonded indebtedness of seven 
bridge improvement districts and re- 
ducing the gasoline tax. 

The former measure would have 
authorized the state to take over in- 
debtedness up to $200,000 per bridge 
district. It would have increased the 
state’s debt approximately $900,000. . 

The gasoline tax bill called for a 
reduction of one-fourth: of-a cent hong 
gallon in the levy and for an addi- 
tional quarter cent to be addéd to the 
county turnback fund for construc- 
tion and maintenance of farm-to-mar- 
ket roads.

which is.a non-concurring vote in a 
council action, the paper shall be re- 
ferred back to the general council for

nd “Omnibus Bill.” 
The omnibus bill passed yesterday 
was introduced in the senate by State 
Senator G. Everett Millican. It was 
not the omnibus bill affecting city 
revenues, which has already been en- 
acted into law by Governor Rivers’ 
signature. 
Other provisions in this bill alter 
the city charter to make the mayor 
an ex-officio member of all council 
colamittees; extend the terms of the 
present city recorders one year in or- 
der to bring their elections at the 
game time of the general city elec- 
tion, and provide for council election 
of the secretary engineer of the city 
planning commission for a three-year 
term onstead of a one-year term.

VIVID STORY OF CRASH 
IS GIVEN AT HOSPITAL 


‘| Can Still Hear My Pals’ 
Screams,’ Young Sur- 
vivor Says. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Don Flannery, 
18, of Kansas City, survivor of 
bus crash in which 17 persons 
burned to death, tonight gasped 
out the following story of the 
tragic crash from his hospital bed 
in Salem, Iil. 


By DON FLANNERY. 
As Told to the United Press. 

SALEM, Ill., March 24.—It was the 
worst experience in my life. We were 
traveling about 25 to 40 miles an hour 
when a tire blew out. It was a front 
tire, ‘and it caused the heavy -bus to 
swerve crazily. 

I saw the driver wrestling over his 
wheel, straining to get control. He 
couldn’t do it. 

The bus veered sharply to the road- 
side and crashed ifto a stone bridge 
spanning a little ditch. The impact 
was terrific, and all of us were thrown 
off our seats. 

Then the bus tipped over and burst 
into flames. 

I ean still hear by pals’ screams of 
terror. They were trapped in a mass 
of fire. The boys as well as the girls 
were hysterical and all fought like mad 
to get out. 

Thank God I felt a breath of fresh 
air. I had been sitting. next to an 
open window, and with all-my strength 
—though I was badly hurt—TI crawled 
outside to safety. 

All T know is that some man came 
along and brought me to the hospital. 
They told me all but five had died. I 
know there are four others alive here, 
for I saw them. 

They are Schoolboy Creekmore, of 
Miami, a swell skater; Dick Thomas, 
of Chicago; Ted Mullen, of Portland, 
Oregon, and Emily Thomas, of Chi- 


cago.

Fulton’s Beer, Wine Curfew Rule 
Upheld by Superior Court Ruling 


Fulton county will continue “dry” 
on Sundays and between midnight and 
6 o'clock in the morning under a supe- 


rior court ruling delivered yesterday. 

Judge E. D. Thomas, following a 
brief hea@ing, ruled malt beverage 
dealers who were contesting the coun- 
ty’s right to enforce curfew laws on 
beer and wine, had no ground for ac- 
tion, sustained the county’s general 
demurrer and dismissed the suits. 

The suits actually tried was one 
brought by Paul Wilson, a beer dealer 
and justice of the peace, who sought 
an injunction to prevent county police 
from enforcing the regulations passed 
by the county commission, contending 
the board did not have authority to 
pass such a rule. H. A. Allen and Jeff 
Miner, his attorneys, anmounced an ap- 
peal will be made. 

North Side pharmacists and restau- 
rateurs seeking a similar injunction 
contended Sunday sales diminished 
when people were not allowed to drink 
beer with their lunches, but withdrew 
their suit following the court ruling 
on the Wilson petition. Clint W. Hager 
represented them, ? steak gon 

ndge.Thomas held there were no 
property rights involved in the action 
and that permits for sale of wine and 


beer are merely a privilege which the 
county may grant, withhold or modify 
as it sees fit. 

Recently Judge John D. Humphries 
refused an injunction petition sought 
by a West Side beer dealer who sought 
to block enforcement of the city’s beer 
ordinance against sales after midnight 
and on Sunday. 

The county restrictions were passed 
following the city’s action. Later De- 
Kalb county adopted similar regula- 
tions. 

All petitioners contended they had 
secured state licenses and county per- 
mits and there had been no complaints 
of disorderliness against them, hence 
the restrictions could not be enforced 
under perry > py powers. 

Allen and Miner argued Wilson had 
been granted a permit to sell beer and 
expected to enjoy the privilege it af- 
forded but under the county regula- 
tions his property rights were damag- 
ed. They alleged business had suf- 
fered and the regulation discriminated 
against the businessmen of the county, 
as other counties allowed the sale 
without heur restrictions. 

At recent county commission meet- 
ings large delegations of beer dealers 
have appeared to request the commis- 
sioners to revoke the “curfew” laws.

To Repeat Color Film. 

The colored film showing the various 
stages in developing flowers on the 
great seed farms of California again 
will be shown this morning at 9:30 
o'clock for the benefit of those unable 
to attend yesterday’s class.

That indispensable article of the 
schoolroom, the blackboard, was used 
by Mrs. Crown to illustrate her talk 
on perennial -bords to yesterday's pu- 
pils. She adeptly drew borders and 
paths and showed where various flow- 
ers should be placed for the most ar- 
tistic effect. 


First Make Layout. 


“First,” she said, “you must make 
a layout of your garden, with two 
long borders separated by a path down 
the middle. These may be 25, 50 or 
100 feet, depending on the length of 
your garden. If you wish to make 
your garden seem small, compact and 
close to you, a number of various 
border perennials may be used for 
the edging on either side of the path. 
Variety in the edging rows makes the 
garden appear smaller. However, to 
make your garden seem longer, the 
edging should be all one color and all 
one type of flower, for continuation 
of the same thing gives the illusion 
of greater length.” 


Mrs. Crown suggested candytuft as 
the ideal plant for the continuous 
edging, for it increases and spreads 
and when the flowers die may be cut 
back to four inches. The green 
leaves provide a lovely edging and the 
cuttings from the plants may be root- 
ed and used in next year’s garden. 

“Rhythm,” said Mrs. Crown, “is es- 
sential to the perennial border, just 
as it is to music. And just as mel- 
ody is a repetition of the same values, 
rather than placed in one movement, 
so it is in the artistic border. For 
instead of putting your’ showiest 
blooms all in one big clump, you place 
them in small clusters throughout the 
border for accent.” 


Daffodils Behind. 


Daffodils, according to Mrs. Crown, 
should never edge the border, but 
should be placed behind the candytuft. 
When the blossoms begin to die, the 
latter part of March, the straggling 
foliage becomes unsightly but must not 
be cut off if you want them to bloom 
well next year. If they are placed 
inside the edging, the foliage may be 
pushed down and held in place with 
large “hairpins” made of discarded 
wire coathangers, Michaelmas daisies 
or peonies are excellent plants to place 
behind the daffodils, for the daisies 
may be staked so they drape grace- 
fully to hide the bald spot left by the 
daffodils, and the foliage of the 
peonies can be gently pulled out to 
provide a similar disguise. 

Other suggestions for the border in- 
cluded Columbine, the polayantha 
roses, chrysanthemums, hardy phlox, 
iris and hemerocallis. Hollyhocks and 
other such tall plants should be placed 
next to the background. 

Mrs. Crown emphasized the back- 
ground as an important part of the 
border, absolutely necessary to the 
symmetry of the whole effect. This 
should be formed of shrubs or a neat 
wire fence over which attractive vines 
can trail. 

Gardenlike Platform. 

Mrs. Crown spoke from a platform 
arranged as a simple but effective 
garden—“like anybody's back yard,” 
as the lecturer described it. Fall 


‘shrubs bordered the sides and comfort-

Peace Overtures Mere 
‘Eye Wash.’

SHANGHAI, March 24—The 
danger of war between China and 
Japan still is acute. 

Efforts of Japanese civilian groups, 
such as the economic mission from 
Tokyo headed by Jenji Kodama, for- 
mer president of the Yokohama Spe- 
cie Bank, to effect a program of Chi- 


|/mese-Japanese co-operation, are meet- 


ing with little success. 

China still is preparing to fight and 
there is no cessation in the vigorous 
demands of such Chinese patriotic 
groups as the “National Salvation As- 
sociation” that the central government 
in Nanking unite all hinese ele- 
ments, including the Communists, and 
attempt to expel the Japanese from 
North China by force. 

There are many separate quarrels 
which might cause armed conflict at 
any time. 

Chinese considered the declarations 
of the new Japanese foreign minister, 
Naotake Sato, that Japan has no ter- 
ritorial designs on this country, as so 
much “eye-wash.” They were not 
surprised when pressure from the 
Japanese army—which always has 
been the spearhead of Japanese pene- 
tration in this country—forced the 
foreign minister to repudiate his re- 
marks this month. 

The Chinese believe that Japan’s 
friendly gestures “will end as they al- 
ways have in the past; in new mili- 
tary aggression.” 

“As long as the Japanese army ‘re- 
tains independent control of Japan’s 
relations with China there can be no 
hope of friendship between us,” a 
Chinese official said.

He 
predicted it eventually would become 
the law of Georgia. The bill would 
take away from the legislature the 
right to pass legislation of a strictly 
local nature. 

‘Senators Atkinson and Pope, of 
Cairo, led the senate fight for ap 
proval of the conference report on 
the repeal bill. 

Taxes Pared Down. 


Besides striking the advertising 
feature, the report also pared down 
senate gallonage taxes on liquor and 
alcohol. 

“This is not exactly what I want,” 
Atkinson said, “but everything was 
done by a compromise. That’s the 
way the constitution of the United 
States was written.” 

“The liquor folks have failed to 
keep faith with the drys,” charged 
Senator Walter Harrison, of Mil- 
len. Harrison objected chiefly to the 
striking of the ban on advertising 
and of a provision to fingerprint all 
licensees. 

Referring to action of the commit- 
tee in striking the entire advertising 
feature he had. sponsored, Harrison 
said “One newspaper of this state 


lobbying against this provision ever 
since we added it.” He did not name 
the newspaper. 

Pope, arguing against the anti-ad- 
vertising provision, said “newspaper 
advertising is the least harmful you 
would have in connection with it.” 


Feature of Report. 


One of the chief features of the 
conference report was the adoption of 
the house scale of gallonage taxes and 
the rejection of an almost double 
scale proposed by the senate. 

On imported liquor th conference 
committee reported 80 cents a “wine 
gallon,” while the senate had fixed the 
rate at $1.50. On Georgia distilled 
liquor made from Georgia products the 
conference fate was 40 cents while the 
senate had proposed 75 cents.

rison. 
, Under the old law the Governor 
was required to report his action at 
the next regular session of the gen- 
eral assembly for approval or disap- 
proval. ; 

Powers of the state entomologist in 
regulating the growth, handling, ship- 
ping and quarantining of plants were 
increased in a senate bill passed 126-7. 

An amendment by the house to fix 
the term of the entomologist of four 
instead of two years will require fur- 
ther senate consideration.

SENATE GUTS RATES 
ON HOUSE TAX BILL 


Exemptions on Income Levy 
Remain Same; Corporate 
Provision Changed. 


The state senate yesterday reduced 
house-approved rates on state income 
taxes and sent the bill back to the 
‘house for approval of the changes. 
. The senate-proposed rates are gen- 
erally higher than those now in effect. 

e bill would reduce exemptions 
from $1,500 to $1.000 for single per- 
sons and from $3,500 to $2,500 for 
married persons. 

The senate proposed these rates on 
net income: 

One yer cent on the first $1,000, 2 

per cent on the next $2,000, 3 per 
cent on the next $2,000, 4 per cent on 
the next $2,000, 5 per cent on the 
next $3.000. and 6 per cent on all 
over $10,000. 
Under the house scale the rate 
would be five and one-half per cent 
for $10,000 to $12,500, 6 per cent on 
-$12.500 to $15,000, and a gradual rise 
to 10 per cent on $40,000 to $50.000 
and 15 per cent on all over $50,000. 

Sponsors of the senate scale esti- 
mated it would produce $6,000,000, 
which is $400,000 less than the esti- 
mated revenue from the house meas- 


ure. 

The senate fixed the corporation in- 
come tax on a flat 5 per cent basis. 
The rate is now 4 per cent. and the 
house had voted to place it at 6 per 
cent. ~

WPA May Demonstrate 
Method Expected To Re- 
store Sea Island Crop. 


Protected by a new boll weevil poi- 
son, Sea Island cotton will attempt 
to regain the supremacy ti held before 
being hit by the weevil in 1918. 

“Georgia WPA officials have ac 
| a Lowndes county project to 
demonstrate boll weevil poisoning in 
that county and the project has been 
submitted to federal WPA authorities 
for final approval and appropriation 
of the money. for the undertaking... 

When the boll weevil hit Sea Is- 
land cotton in 1918 production was 
gradually reduced from 90,000 bales 
to a mere nine bales in 1929. 

The new poisoning solution con- 
sists of a mixture of calcium arsenate 
with syrup and water applied direct- 
ly to the bolls by means of a small 
mop. Since the boll weevil has a 
sweet tooth this method has proved 
successful in laboratory tests, orge 
D. Smith, former government ento- 
mologist, said. :

POSTURE DEFECTS AGE 
FIGURE. 
Age has nothing to do with pos- 
ture... but posture has everything 


to do with the age you look. To all 
appearances, posture can add or sub- 
tract years from the date on your birth 
certificate, 

Although we are becoming increas- 
ingly posture-minded, Caroline Brown, 
authority on posture and physical 
sculpture, finds the average figure in 
need of alignment to correct hollow 
chest, prominent shoulder blades, a 
protruding abdomen—or even knock 
knees! Any one of these defects will 
make you look older than you actually 
are ! 

Standing against the wall, to align 
your figure in correct posture, is fine 
—as long as you stand there. The 
slignment, according to Miss Brown, 
should be from the inside. Try to 
imagine a line running from the cen- 
ter of your head down through your 
body and intersecting with another 
line running horizontally through the 


This exercise develops sense of 
balance. 


he This point of intersection is the 
ulerum of your. figure—on which you 
concentrate in exercise. 
' Since flexibility is the thing to work 
for in posture, your spine and trunk 
muscles must be supple. This figure 
authority begins with exercises taken 
in a_ lying-down position, and pro- 
gresses to those in sitting position, on 
the knees, and finally, standing. If you 
want to look’ younger, practice this 
sample of Miss Brown’s routine: 

Lie flat on your black on the floor, 


arms extended straight out from the 


shoulders at the sides, knees flexed 
and feet flat on the floor. Try to touch 


the small of the back to the floor. 
Now raise the buttocks off the floor 
until the body is in a straight line 
from chest to the angle ‘at the knees. 
Very slowly, as if you were moving 
one vertebra at a time, begin to lower 
to the floor. The longer you take, 
the better the exercise. 

Sit up with legs straight out in 
front, feet together. Have the back 
straight so that a right angle is form- 
ea at the hips. Without disturbing 
this angle, lie back on the floor with 
feet up in the air, knees straight. In- 
crease the muscular work of the legs 
by curling the toes down toward the 

y. Can you do it? Then, without 
pushing yourself with the hands, re- 
turn to sitting position and try it over 
again. 

Now for an exercise in standing po- 
sition: Up on the toes, the body in 
perfect alignment, which means the 
back is straight, hips and thighs in. 
Hold the arms straight out at the 
sides. Without lowering the heels to 
the floor, slowly go into a half knee 
bend, straighten up. Do not lower the 
heels. Repeat the half knee bend sev- 
eral times, continuing to hold the arms 
straight out at the sides. That will 
give you a sense of balance! 


Take all these exercises slowly. They 
pan leave you feeling relaxed and 
rested,

OXFORD BREAKS 
13-YEAR JINX 


LONDON, March 24.—(P)—After 
13 successive defeats, Oxford Univer- 
sity today defeated Cambridge in their 
eighthy-ninth annual boat race on the 
Thames. 

A half-million spectators saw Ox- 
ford snap Cambridge’s long streak in 
cne of the most sensational races of 
the long series that began in 1829. 

After a terrific dog fight durin 
more than 3 1-2 miles of the course o 
4 miles, 876 yards, the Dark Blues 
pulled away in a spectacular stretch 
spurt to win by three lengths. The time 
was 22 minutes, 39 seconds as against 
the course record of 18:08 set by Cam- 
bridge in 1934. 

Not since 1923 had Oxford been 
able to whip the Cantabs. Today's 
victory, as a matter of fact, was only 
Oxford’s second since thé war.

As House Defeats 
County Rule Bill 


Senator Joe S. Burgin, who in 1924 
began a. 14-year battle for Iegislative 
approval of county “home rule’ in 
Georgia, yesterday announced he is 
“through.’ 

The grey-haired senator from Buena 
Vista made his announcement shortly 
after the house killed the senate-ap- 
proved bill which would take away 
from the legislature the right to pass 
bills strictly of a local nature and 
vest the authority in county officials. 

Seven legislatures have voted down 
the bill since 1924. Five times Bur- 
gin introduced it and twice, when be 
was not an assembly member, his col- 
legues presented it. 

The senator smiled as he told news- 
men he would “not come back to the 
legislature,” although he has not given 
up hope for passage of the bill. 

“Public sentiment is behind it, and 
it is indorsed by practically every 
newspaper in Georgia,” he said. 

In the house yesterday the bill re 
ceived 79 favorable and 74 unfavor- 
able votes. Being a constitutional 
amendment, 137 house votes were re 
quired for its passage. The senate 
passed the bill 42 to 2. 

Reptesentative Zelilner, of Monroe, 
advocated passage in the house: 

“Two-thirds and more of the busi- 
ness in this house is made up of local | 
bills which clog the calendar. A local 
bill is nothing in the world but one- 
man legislation under the courtesy 
rule by which they are passed.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—(UP) 
Forecasting failure of the pending 
child labor amendment, Senator Wil- 


liam E. Borah, republican, Idaho, to- 
day introduced a new constitutionai 
amendment which would give congress 
power to limit, regulate. and prohibit 
the employment of persons under 14 
years of age. 

The pending amendment, which has 
been approved by 28 of the 36 states 
necessary to make it a part of the con- 
stitution, would authorize congress to 
regulate the labor of children under 
18. In offering his proposal today 
Borah said the age limit of the pres- 
ent amendment was one of the chief 


C.| reasons why it had failed of prompt 


ratification. ; 
The Idaho senator said that if the 
pending amendment is ratified that he 
would not push his proposal. At the 
same time, however, he warned that 
if ratification is delayed another year 
or two that the courts may hold the 
action invalid on the ground that it 
was not done “within a reasonable 
time” as required by law. 
Government officials interested in 
the pending amendment were amazed 
on hearing details of Borah's proposal. 
They saw in it a threat to higher child 
labor standards already adopted in sev- 
eral states and no solution to the prob- 
lem of establishing a national policy of 
banning employment of children.
